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The Effect of Heavy Production on 
the Transmitting Ability of the Cow 


By H. W. NORTON Jr., 


ECENT issues of the Guernsey Breeders’ Journal 
R have carried articles written by Mr. Walter Kerr 

covering his investigation and analysis of the 
effect of heavy production on subsequent offspring. These 
articles are very interesting and represent a great deal 
of study, but I would question the analysis which he has 
made and some of the conclusions which he has reached 
in these studies. As I do not qualify as a geneticist, I 
realize that my views would be only opinions, but I can- 
not conceive of any such results as Mr. Kerr reports as 
his findings in connection with the Guernsey records. 
It is true that many cows have developed breeding 
trouble as a result of the high pressure feeding employed 
in making large records and probably also due to the 
fact that breeding has been delayed until the record is 
well along or even entirely completed. An examination 
of the progeny records of our thousand-pound fat cows 
is interesting in this connection. Progeny records at 
the secretary’s office show that the first 133 thousand- 
pound fat cows of the breed, that is, those with records 
completed prior to April 1, 1929, and reported in Vol- 
ume 40 of the Blue Book, are credited with a total of 
739 registered offspring, of which 479 or 65 per cent 
were born prior to the beginning of the thousand-pound 
fat record and 260 or 35 per cent were born after the 
completion of the thousand-pound fat record. Of the 
479 born before the record was made, 231 were males 
and 248 were females, and the 260 born after the com- 
pletion of the record included 131 males and 129 
females. The average age of these 133 cows when they 
freshened for the lactation period in which the record 
was made was about 6 years 8 months, making them 
nearly 8 years of age on the average when the record 
was completed. We find, further, that 34 of these 133 
Holstein-Friesian thousand-pound fat cows have no 
recorded progeny born after the completion of the thou- 
sand-pound fat record, on the records of the secretary’s 
office. Some of these cows may have dropped calves 
subsequent to their thousand-pound fat records, but if 
such is the case it is safe to assume that they did not 
live long, else they surely would have been recorded. 
This means that 25.5 per cent of our first 133 thousand- 
pound fat cows failed to calve again, or at least to pro- 
duce calves worth registering, after the completion of 
their thousand-pound fat records. Just how many of 
these 34 cows might have failed to breed again, even 
though they were not forced for high production rec- 
ords, is problematical. Undoubtedly infectious abortion, 
Which has been widespread during recent years, is an 
Important factor in many of these cases of failure to 
breed, and perhaps some of the difficulty could be attri- 
buted to age, as one of these cows was past 12 years 
of age and two others were past 11 years of age when 
their records were completed. Five others were over 9 
years old at the close of the record, and all the rest were 
younger.

In addition to the 34 cows without registered off- 
spring, there are 25 others with only one registered calf 
born after the completion of the thousand-pound fat 
record, making a total of 44.3 per cent of the first 133 
thousand-pound fat cows either without any or with 
only one registered calf born after the completion of 
the record. The fact that 34 of our first 133 thousand- 
pound fat cows failed to breed after the completion of 
the record and that 25 others have ‘only one recorded 
calf born after the completion of the record, is in itself 
a very serious indictment of high pressure methods in 
securing extreme production. In these cases all subse- 
quent breeding value to the herd and to the breed was 
sacrificed for the advertising value of the high record 
itself. According to Mr. Kerr’s analysis of the Guern- 
sey records, this would not be a serious loss to the breed, 
as he concludes that the offspring of these cows born 
subsequent to the completion of the record are of very 
little value. We are ready to agree fully with Mr. Kerr 
that high pressure feeding does result too often in 
failure to breed, but if the cow does breed again after 
the completion of the large record, it is hard to believe 
that the making of the record could in any way affect 
her ability to transmit high production to subsequent 
offspring. Let us see how this is borne out with the 
records of Holstein-Friesian cows. It would be a long 
and difficult task for us to make a study of all of our 
cows with records over 600 lbs. of fat, as we have ap- 
proximately 9,000 cows in this class, and, further, we 
lack the advantage which the the Guernsey Association 
has of keeping all of our records in one building. We 
have the production records here in the Madison office, 
but all of the progeny records are kept in the Brattle- 
boro office. Fortunately we have progeny records, 
which we obtained some time ago: from Secretary 


Seaverns for all of our thousand-pound fat cows, from 
which we obtained the information given above, and 


also for another large group over 900 lbs. fat. 

It is safe to conclude that if high production does 
actually injure the ability of the cow to transmit high 
production to her subsequent offspring, this effect would 
appear most noticeably with cows showing..extremely 
heavy production. We cannot expect our high record 
cows to transmit equal producing ability to their daugh- 
ters nor to their granddaughters through their sons. 
High records are the result of a combination of. high 
producing ability and more or less perfect conditions 
throughout the test period. The cow must necessarily 
have the inherent ability to produce heavily, but she 
must have all other conditions just right also if she is 
to make more than 600-700 lbs. fat in a year, and rec- 
ords of 800-1,000 lbs. fat must represent practically a 
perfect combination of cow and all surrounding con- 
ditions. There are so many factors which might enter 
into the situation that mere numbers of good produc- 
ing offspring from these high record cows born after 
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the record was made, as compared to those born before 
the record was made, would mean very little. We would 
expect to find a greater number born before the large 
record was made than after, because most of these high 
records are made after the cow is pretty well matured, 
so that the cow would be an old cow when she made the 
record. I say “old cow’’ because if you go through the 
herds you will find that there is a very small propor- 
tion of cows beyond 8 or 9 years in most herds, and it 
seems fair to assume without any investigation that 
probably two-thirds of the calves from these cows would 
be born before the large record was made. 

Instead of attempting to check the complete progeny 
records of all the high record cows, we have gone 
through the progeny records of 200 cows including 133 
over 1,000 lbs. fat and 67 others with records between 
950 and 1,000 lbs. fat to find those having two or more 
daughters with long-time records, at least one of which 
was born before the large record was made and one 
born after. We find that 28 of these 200 cows have at 
jeast one long-time record daughter born before and 
one long-time record daughter born after the cow’s 
own large record was made. These 28 cows have 86 
daughters with long-time records, of which 48 were born 
before and 38 were born after their dams made the 
large record. In case the dam had two records over 
1,000 lbs. fat, the first was used as the dividing point 
between her tested daughters. The table gives the name 
of the dam with her tested daughters, the line dividing 
those born before from those born after the record, and 
the actual record of each daughter is given with the 
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age at freshening. In order that the comparison of Dro- 
duction of these two groups of daughters might be Made 
on a fair basis, we have used mature equivalents and 
where the actual record was a 305-day record, we have 
increased it by 20 per cent to make it comparable With 
365-day records. The adjusted records are shown in 
the two columns headed “Before” and “After” at the 
right of the tables. On this basis, we find as shown in 
the table that the 48 tested daughters of these COWS 
born before the dam made her record, averaged 8994 
lbs. fat, and the 38 tested daughters, born after the dam 
made her record, averaged 878.6 lbs. fat. Definite eon. 
clusions could hardly be based on such a limited number 
of observations, but these figures indicate that it is fair 
to assume that the completion of the large record haq 
no effect whatsoever upon the producing ability of syp. 
sequent offspring. 

A more satisfactory comparison of the producing 
ability of the “before” and “after’’ daughters could be 
made if we selected only daughters whose breeding wag 
identical, that is, daughters from the same sire ang 
dam. In the above table we find a few instances of 
this sort, and we have marked them with a star (*) 
just before the name. There are six such daughters 
born before and six born after the dam completed her 
record, and it is interesting to find that the six borp 
before have an average production, mature basis, of 
799.5 lbs. fat, while the six born after the record wag 
completed have an average of 877.8 lbs. fat, mature 
basis. This comparison, while very limited, represents 
daughters of 100 per cent the same inheritance and 
hence is quite significant.

A more detailed examination of the progeny of some 
of our extremely high record cows is of interest in this 
connection, and we are including tabulations of the 
progeny of Spring Brook Bess Burke 2nd, Bess Johanna 
Ormsby, and Redfield Segis Johanna. Let us examine 
the progeny record of Spring Brook Bess Burke 2d. Her 
first calf was a female, Bess Mercedes Ormsby, credited 
with a junior three-year-old record of 664.8 lbs. fat in 
365 days. Her second calf was Sir Pietertje Ormsby 
Mercedes 37th, whose 56 tested daughters average, 
mature basis, 850.9 lbs. fat. Her third calf was Bess 
Johanna Ormsby, with a record of 1,198 Ibs. fat as an 
8-year-old and three other records above 800 Ibs. fat 
in 305 days. These three calves were born before 
Spring Brook Bess Burke 2d made any large records, but 
during the lactation following the birth of Begs Johanna 
Ormsby she produced 835.9 Ibs. fat in 365 days as a 
5-year-old. This is a very high record. Shortly after 


completion of this record she gave birth to King of the 
Ormsbys, sire of 102 tested daughters averaging 815.8 
mature basis. 


Ibs. fat, During this lactation she pro- 








duced 827.46 lbs. fat in 365 days as a 6-year-old Her 
next calf was Creator, sire of 57 tested daughters aver- 
aging 814.5 lbs. fat, mature basis, and during the lac- 
tation period following the birth of Creator she made 
her largest record, 1,032.75 lbs. fat in 365 days as an 
8-year-old cow. Her last calf, Winterthur Bess Burke 
Best, sired 33 daughters with records averaging 765.4 
lbs. fat, and in her last lactation period she produced 
843.2 lbs. fat in 365 days as a 10-year-old cow. Four 
of these six calves, including ‘“37th,’’ Bess Johanna 
Ormsby, King of the Ormsbys, and Creator, were by the 
same sire, Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes, so that their 
inheritance was exactly the same; and the progeny rec- 
ord of this great cow does not indicate any very serious 
effects upon the progeny born after heavy production 
records were made. 

A similar examination of the progeny of Bess Jo- 
hanna Ormsby shows that ‘“‘Boast’’ was born after his 
dam completed a 305-day record of 843.92 lbs. fat as 
a junior four-year-old, and ‘‘Donsegis’’ was born after

age in C. T. A. work was awarded to the Cherokee 

State Hospital for making an average production of 
460 pounds fat on 56 head. While the herd at that time 
was composed partly of grade cows, this institution stood 
second that year among the Iowa State-owned herds in the 
Honor list as given in the Holstein-Friesian World. 

Now announcement has just been made by Superin- 
tendant Norton of an average in Herd Improvement Regis- 
try of 556 pounds of fat from 15,721 pounds of milk for 50 
cows for the Cherokee State Hospital. This record stands 
as the highest ever completed in any classification in herds 
of 20 or more cows. The only average approaching this 
figure for a herd of such size is that of 540 pounds fat 
for 20 cows. 


Bi in 1926 the lowa trophy for the highest fat aver- 


There are only six herds in all that have ever completed 
records averaging over 550 pounds fat. Cherokee is classi- 
field 13A and 37B. Probably the outstanding features of 
the Cherokee record are these: their average is 161 
pounds higher than the general average of mixed A and B 
herds that will appear in Volume 8; and, in spite of the 
fact that their herd is two and one-half times as large as 
the average sized herd tested in all classes in Herd Im- 
provement Registry during 1930-31, they exceed this 
general average herd production of 366 pounds of fat by 
190 pounds. 

As with all of the other lowa institution herds, this one 
represents a development starting first with pure bred Hol- 
stein sires on a herd of grade cows, the introduction of a 
few good pure bred females, and the gradual elimination of

the grades. It was not until 1928, however, that the last 
of the grade cows were disposed of at Cherokee. 

The largest importations of pure bred females to the 
hospital were five head from Elliot & Saunders by Arizona 
in 1920, and 20 head trom the Rensink Brothers herd in 
Northwestern Iowa the following year. Among the sires 


that have been in service that have influenced the pure 
bred strains most are K. P. O. P. 5th, bred by Elliot 
Brothers of Woodward, Iowa; lowana Ona Hartog Star, 


a son of the 1922 lowa State Fair Grand Champion; and 
Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes 11th, a son of the 1,096-pound cow, 
Dell Lyons Model Korndyke. The last named sire has 
several full brothers in well-known herds. 


K. P. O. P. 5th was from a 31-pound daughter of Gudul- 
tje Gerben Sir Fobes and is a three-quarters brother to 
many of the best sons of K. P. O. P. The present herd is 
composed largely of descendants of this sire, and his 
present list of daughters includes one over 800 pounds fat 
and four over 700 pounds fat. The cross of the Iowana bull 
on the daughters of K. P. O. P. 5th has also resulted in 
some of the best producers in the herd. 

Included in the Arizona purchase was a cow, Aaggie 
Aralia Mercedes, that was producing very consistently 
with a good average test—a cow of very nice type with a 
most desirable udder. She was line bred in Aralia and 
Mead strains. Her son, by Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes 11th, 
was selected for some service in the herd about seven years 
ago. However, only three pure bred daughters were se- 
cured from him.

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Effect of High Production 


UCH comment in dairy and breeding circles has 
M been aroused by a series of articles appearing in 

the December and January issues of the Guernsey 
Breeders’ Journal written by Mr. Walter Kerr, manager 
of The Oaks Farm, well-known Guernsey breeding estab- 
lishment. Mr. Kerr, by a series of painstaking studies, 
seeks to demonstrate that the transmitting ability of 
high record cows is seriously impaired by the making 
of ‘‘forced’’ records and adopts 600 lbs. fat as the divid- 
ing line for the Guernsey breed. He presents voluminous 
figures from the Guernsey Advanced Register to show 
that the offspring of cows with records above 600 Ibs. 
fat, dropped after their records were made, are not as 
good as the offspring of the same cows dropped before 
their records were made. In his studies, he designates 
as “A” animals all offspring born after the dam made 
her highest record, while ‘“‘B’’ animals include the off- 
spring dropped before these cows made their highest 
records and also all offspring of cows with records 
under 600 lbs. fat and those from dams with no records 
at all. His comparisons of ‘‘A’’ and “B” animals for 
the most part take no account of size of record but con- 
sider the subject from the standpoint of percentages 
of each class entering the Advanced Register, or, among 
sires, those meeting certain standards as to number of 
daughters or proven sons. It appears that Mr. Kerr has 
been led into some rather fundamental error by this 
method. We haven’t the figures at hand for the Guern- 
sey breed, but for the Holstein-Friesian breed it is esti- 
mated that about 6 per cent of the registered females 
have been given some sort of a production record, and, 
of these about one-quarter have records above 600 Ibs. 
fat. According to this basis, therefore, about 1.5 per 
cent of our registered females have records above 600 
lbs. fat, so that to start with, 98.5 per cent of them 
would produce ‘B”’ offspring on account of having no 
record at all or a record below the 600-lb. standard, 
while the progeny of the other 1.5 per cent would be 
divided between the ‘‘A’’ and “B” classifications. The 
percentages for the Guernsey breed would probably 
vary somewhat from these figures, perhaps showing a 
larger percentage of the breed with records, and cer- 
tainly a smaller proportion of the tested animals exceed- 
ing 600 lbs. fat. Bearing these figures in mind, much 
of Mr. Kerr’s laborious work appears to lose a great 
deal of its significance. 


His figures on the breeding histories of the class 
leaders point a valuable lesson as to the evils of forced 
feeding. Mr. Kerr found that out of 1,026 Guernsey 
cows with records above 600 lbs. fat, the whole list up 
to July 1, 1921—473 or over 46 per cent—had either 
failed to produce another registered calf or had produced 
just one. This statement is not one that the Guernsey 
breed can point to with pride, and in spite of Mr. Kerr’s 
repeated assurances to Guernsey breeders that they need 
have no fear of his studies reacting unfavorably upon 
their breed as compared to other breeds, this point of 
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uncertain breeding, as given in the figures just quoted 
must be regarded as more than merely an indictment of 
the system of record-making. We find that of the first 
133 Holstein-Friesian cows making over 1,000 Ibs. fat 
(a vastly different matter than 600 lbs.), 25.5 per cent 
did not later produce registered offspring and 18.8 Der 
cent produced only one. We had considered these figures 
distressingly high, even for 1,000-lb. fat producers, Whose 
ages naturally average higher and who certainly repre- 
sent more “forcing’’ than the 600-Ib. list would do, byt 
any such figure as 46 per cent for the 600-lb. cows of 
a breed seems almost scandalous, not only as a reflection 
upon its normal level of producing ability but also upon 
its natural reproducing ability. 

Mr. Kerr concludes from his studies that the og- 
spring of cows with records above 600 lbs. fat that are 
dropped after the records are made are decidedly inferior 
to the offspring dropped before. Superintendent Norton 
in the study appearing in this issue, goes directly to 
the root of this matter by making a direct comparison 
of the “A” and “B” daughters of the complete list of 
Holstein-Friesian cows above 950 lbs. fat that have 
tested daughters in each classification. There are only 
28 dams in this list—not a large number, it is true— 
but still enough to furnish a conclusive answer to the 
question. If an injurious effect is found in the Guernsey 
breed upon the character of later offspring of 600-lIb. 
fat producers, as Mr. Kerr concludes, certainly that 
injurious effect should be much more clearly manifest 
upon the offspring of Holstein-Friesian cows with rec- 
ords ranging from 50 to 100 per cent above his standard. 
Mr. Norton’s study of these daughters of cows with 
records above 950 lbs. fat shows that the 48 “Bp” 
daughters of these cows averaged 829.4 lbs. fat, while 
the 38 ‘“‘A’’ daughters of the same cows average 878.6 
lbs. fat. Certainly this furnishes direct proof for the 
Holstein-Friesian breed at least that the daughters of 
high record cows born after the records are made are 
not adversely affected and in general are of the same 
class of ability as those born before. The average of 
the “A’’ daughters, it will be noted, is slightly higher, 
while in 14 of the 28 cases the highest record daughter 
of a dam was a ‘“‘B”’ daughter—-an exactly even division. 


Mr. Kerr, like many another crusader, falls into the 
error of making extreme statements that upon analysis 
prove ridiculous. Here is a sample: 

“Because of the acknowledged ability of the “B” 
bulls not only to increase milk and butterfat but also 
the popular deep yellow color found in Guernsey 
mikk .. .” 

In other words, the only requirement for a success- 
ful sire is that he be from an untested dam, a dam with 
a record below 600 lbs. fat, or in case the dam has a 
higher record, that he be dropped before she made this 
record! We can scrap the Mount Hope Index and type 
and pedigree and everything else, just so long as the 
dam is below the average of the breed as a producer, 
or at least has never demonstrated differently up to 
the time of the birth of the bull, then we can be sure 
of getting somewhere in our breeding plans! We hardly 
think Guernsey breeders or any others will be willing 
to swallow quite such a dose as that. 

In presenting this series of articles, the ‘‘Guernsey 
Breeders Journal,’’ which is published by the American 
Guernsey Cattle Club, stated that publication of the 
articles was no pledge of agreement with the author 
but evidence of a desire to place before its readers the 
thought of others, in hopes of securing further dis- 
cussion for the clarification of the thought at hand. 
Up to the time of this writing, ‘“‘The Journal’? has made 
no comment of its own on the subject, although several 
articles have appeared in opposition to Mr. Kerr’s 
theory. 

Professor V. A. Rice of Massachusetts, a recognized 
authority on breeding, was particularly effective in dis- 
proving some of Mr. Kerr’s conteations from his own 
figures. Mr. Kerr at the outset stated that this study 
was prompted originally by their disappointment in 
three successive ‘“‘A’’ sons of high record cows purchased 
for use at The Oaks Farm. Professor Rice analyzed the 
work of these sires and their inheritance to demonstrate 
rather convincingly that all three sires proved out to be 
fully as good from a production standpoint as their 
owners had a right to expect—and considerably better 
than certain ‘‘B’’ bulls also in former use in the same 
herd. 


Certain parts of Mr. Kerr’s study strongly suggest

the advisability of similar lines of research for the 
yolstein-Friesian breed. It is evident from Mr. Kerr’s 
ggures that “injudicious feeding practises” in connection 
with high records are taking a heavy toll in the Guern- 
sy breed. Mr. Norton’s article in this issue suggests 
the same thing for our breed, at least as far as his 
study has gone in connection with 1,000-lb. fat pro- 
ducers. The effect, Mr. Norton demonstrates, is not in 
the quality of the later offspring, but in their numbers, 
and even on that point further research would be highly 
interesting. For the 1,000-lb. fat cows, it would not 
be difficult to secure the actual histories of the cows and 
determine what other factors entered into their subse- 
quent failure to produce later registered offspring. We 
can’t help wondering what the secretary’s records would 
show to be the average number of recorded offspring of 
any group of cows selected at random, after they had 
reached the age of eight years. 


We feel it would be particularly unfortunate if the 
Guernsey studies should result in a general discrimina- 
tion by breeders against the offspring of high record 
dams. Perhaps similar studies for our breed would 
suggest the need of re-vamping our rules and classifica- 
tions for records. Perhaps also they would help to 
clarify the situation with respect to some phases of dam- 
daughter comparisons in connection with current proven 
sire studies so much under discussion at present. A 
comprehensive study of the whole subject from the rec- 
ords of the Holstein-Friesian Association of America 
certainly should be undertaken at this time. 


The Cover 

NN ONE of our feature articles this week, Fay Barney 
| tells something of the story of the development of 

the pure bred Holstein herd at the Cherokee State 
Hospital in Iowa. This is especially timely right now 
because the Advanced Registry office has just announced 
the Cherokee State Hospital herd with the highest 
average production in Herd Test of any herd of more 
than twenty head. For our cover illustration, we have 
selected a picture showing two of the famous members 
of this herd. They re a pair of full sisters, Cherokee 
Johanna Wayne 995117 and Cherokee Wayne Ormsby 
909799, that were shown with the Iowa State Board of 
Control herd last Fall. At Illinois and Nebraska State 
fairs they won first in the Produce of Dam class and 
placed second at Central States Exposition and Iowa 
State Fair. Cherokee Johanna Wayne, the younger 
sister, standing in front in the picture, has a record in 
senior three-year-old form of 718.3 lbs. fat (897.8 lbs. 
butter), 18,223.4 lbs. milk with an average test of 3.9 
per cent. As a five-year-old, she made a 7-day record 
of 30.11 lbs. butter and as a senior three-year-old made 
29.64 lbs. butter in 7 days. The older sister, Cherokee 
Wayne Ormsby, has a yearly record in five-year-old form 
of 796.7 lbs. fat (995.8 lbs. butter), 21,961.5 lbs. milk 
with an average test of 3.6 per cent. She also has a 
T-day record at the start of this lactation of 29.68 Ibs. 
butter. Both of these splendid cows were bred in the 
Cherokee herd, being sired by King Pietertje Ormsby 
Piebe 5th 253920, a son of K P O P, formerly at the 
head of this herd and who has played a big part in the 
present high rating of this herd. Cows of this proven 
character and merit are an asset to any herd, to any 
state and to any breed. 


Dr. J. M. Allen 


R. J. M. ALLEN, 64, one of Vermont’s leading sur- 
D geons and for many years a breeder of Holsteins 

at his Jayema farm, St. Johnsbury, Vt., died on 
February 9, following a long illness. Dr. Allen, who 
became a member of the Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America in 1915, was for many years one of the 
Prominent Holstein breeders of his State. His registra- 
ons in the Holstein-Friesian Herd books totaled well 
over 200 head. The Holstein herd at Jayema farm was 
dispersed in 1925, following a disastrous fire there, and 
Dr. Allen had not since been actively engaged in breed- 
ing Holsteins, although he had frequently expressed the 
hope that he might some time take up their breeding 
again. Dr. Allen was deeply interested in the work of 
the International Grenfell Association in Labrador, and 
On several different occasions presented them with pure 
bred Holsteins. After the sale of his herd, Dr. Allen 
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requested that his herd prefix, ‘““Jayema,’’ be transferred 
to the International Grenfell Association. 

Dr. Allen was a graduate of the University of Ver- 
mont and of the Bellevue Hospital Medical College in 
New York City. He was a fellow of the American Col- 
lege of Surgeons, dean of the medical fraternity of St. 
Johnsbury and identified with numerous medical and 
fraternal organizations.

BEEF TYPE, TESTING AND BULL SELECTION 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

Have been very much interested in the discussion 
in the letters that were printed here. In particular, i 
regard to entry requirements for fairs, would say to 
talk it up, you men who have good type, high producing 
cows that must stay home to make room for a fat Black- 
and-White beef cow. If we call it a show of dairy cattle, 
let’s show cattle that produce. This would also make 
it easier to explain the placings of the judge and would 
fall right in line with J. G. Hays’ plan of selective regis- 
tration, which will have to come in some measure to 
head off the beef Holstein, or the breed is going down 
hill simply because as long as good salesmanship will 
sell beef Holsteins, breeders (?) will get good money 
from uninformed men and forever discourage them in 
the business. 

In regard to testing, let’s stop wrangling about 
which is best, C. T. A. or A. R. work, and let’s all test 
some way. Conditions, cows and caretakers vary so 
much that it is every breeder’s own problem as to how 
he can best get a record on his cows, and we have to 
weigh all records according to how made, condition of 
cow before calving and how much cow there is left after 
the record has been made; so let’s teach the prospective 
buyers the real meaning of records and how to check 
up on them—and by all means test. 

The articles on selecting bulls should prove of un- 
told value to everyone milking cows. The country wants 
things changed—why not get things lined up so the man 
who wants to be a dairyman cannot be led off the track 
by a lot of hot air coming from a breeder who has 
raised or been handed a package and wants to get rid 
of it without losing money.

FAVORS RESTRICTED REGISTRATION 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

I wish respectfully to express my very keen appre- 
ciation of your leading article in the January 30 issue 
entitled ‘“‘The Future of Holsteins’ by J. G. Hays. The 
contents closely conform to ideas that have been form- 
ing in my mind during the past five years. 

Unquestionably, as you state in your editorial, the 
course that Mr. Hays suggests is a revolutionary one, 
but it occurs to me that this is the time to adopt a 
policy that is much more than a “let well enough alone”’ 
policy. We have arrived at the stage in our breeding 
operations where it behooves our breeders, either with 
or without the compulsory action of the association, 
to provide the breed with a higher grade of sires to mate 
on commercial herds. It seems, from my observation 
of the industry over a period of years, that the justifica- 
tion for breeding pure breds lies in providing commer- 
cial herds with sires that can reasonably be expected 
to increase the production of these commercial herds, 
which herds are largely made up of grade cows. The 
continuance of our present policy of supplying large 
numbers of bulls of mediocre or poor breeding—either 
from a type standpoint or a production standpoint or 
both, even though registered, and providing these at 
prices below cost of growing them— inevitably results 
in a general lowering of prices of all pure breds, because 
so many of these inferior bulls do not deliver the goods 
and the buying public as a result begins to doubt the 
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value of all pure breds on the basis of these inferior 
bulls that they may have occasion to see in service in 
their neighbor’s herds. Such indeed is what his, in 
large measure, already happened. 

Voluntary selective registration has accomplished a 
worthy start, but it is only a start. It seems to me that 
selective registration along the lines that Mr. Hays sug- 
gests, if adopted by our association, would prove to be 
the most forward step in the improvement of the breed 
that could possibly be made. In doing so, however, it 
seems that the word ‘selective’ or a similar word 
having the same meaning should appear on the certifi- 
cates issued and that this should be legally protected 
from imitation. Undoubtedly the registration would 
drop immensely, and possibly rival organization may be 
formed to register the inferior pure breds, but these 
would be unable to use the selective idea if this could 
be legally protected. It might be better for a period of 
vears for both systems of registration to be carried 
through the secretary’s office, an additional charge being 
made for entrance in the “Selective’’ herd book along 
the lines that Mr. Hays suggests. I am sure that many 
of our better breeders would not hesitate to pay the 
additional charge necessary to take care of the expense 
involved at Brattleboro. It would distinguish breeders 
of pure breds from those who are not breeders’ but 
merely keepers of pure breds and dealers in inferior 


stock. I do not wish to be construed as meaning that it 
will distinguish the rich from the poor. My observa- 
tions have been such that the best breeders are not 
always, by any means, the richest. 

Please pardon me for inflicting my wholehearted 
endorsement of Mr. Hays’ article on your good nature, 
and also pardon me for presuming to make the sug- 
gestion that I have as a supplement to Mr. Hays’ plan. 


It seems to me that there is room for wide discussion 
on this matter by many breeders, as I am sure it is a 
most vital subject relating to the breed’s progress

SOME A. R. RULE SUGGESTIONS 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

It seems to me that our superintendent of Advanced 
Registry, H. W. Norton, and the A. R. Rules committee 
are to be congratulated on the real constructive work 
they have done in the changes made in advanced reg- 
istry rules and requirements. 

The adopted requirements are as near being in pro- 
portion to actual production in the several classes and 
divisions as it is possible to obtain. The other changes 
are an advance step, too, I believe. In only one part 
would I raise a question. Is there any advantage in 
reporting the ‘‘days a calf is carried’’ in yearly records 
where such period is less than 120 days? 

I do hope that this committee can be continued, and 
I plan to introduce a resolution to request them to take 
up the consideration of the following suggestions: 

First—That all long-time records that show a pro- 
duction 50 per cent above the present requirement be 
designated as Gold Medal producers in the published 
records and in the Blue Book. This could be done in 
some very simple way, for example by printing a star 
before the A. R. number or name. 

Second—In the Blue books we have a “List of Sires 
with Six or More Daughters Producing above 600 Ibs. 
Butterfat in Ten Months or Yearly Division.’”’ This list 
I would suggest be changed to a list of sires with six 
or more Gold Medal producing daughters. Such a 
change would include more cows tested young or in 
Classification B or C and it would leave out many Class 
A records that are not a credit to such a selective list. 

In the following lists are given the average of the 
records for the several classes as reported in Vol. 42 
of the Blue Book, and also the present Gold Medal 
requirements:

The other suggested changes are of the same nature, 
and the same reasons apply to them. 

Third—tThe list of “Dams with Records 
Lbs. Fat and Having Daughters with Records 
Lbs Fat’’ I would suggest be changed to 
Producing Dams Having Gold Medal 
ters. 

Fourth—The Cows Producing Above 900 Lbs. 
Fat in One Year” and list of “Cows Producing above 700 
Lbs. Fat in 305 Days and Meeting Calving Requirements 
for Ten Months’ Division’ I would suggest be changed 
to cows producing 100 per cent above requirement ip 
Yearly and Ten Months’ divisions.

NORTH DAKOTA ANNUAL MEETING

North Dakota Holstein breeders, in spite of severe 
weather and drifted roads, attended the annual meeting 
of the North Dakota Holstein Breeders Association in fair 
numbers, at the North Dakota Agricultural College, Fargo, 
Jan. 21. 

A. L. Watt, superintendent of the United States Dairy 
Field Station at Mandan, N. D., delivered an address on 
“The Breeding of Dairy Cattle’, in which he discussed the 
fundamental principles of breeding and present systems 
of selection and results obtained, particularly in the light 
of the results experienced at the Mandan station and other 
similar stations scattered throughout the United States. 
The address was very interesting in spite of the necessity 
of introducing considerable technical information in order 
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to give a clear understanding of practical applications. 
The close attention of those present and subsequent re- 
marks by some of them lead us to believe that our breed- 
ers are becoming more interested in the principles in- 
yolved in breeding. Certainly this able address was of 
great value to those who are trying to build up a profitable 
herd. 

Dr. Don McMahan of Fargo gave an address on “Ani- 
mal Health Problems”. Time permitted a discussion only 
of abortion disease and garget. A simple yet practical 
method for the control of abortion disease was outlined. 
Frequent remarks and questions throughout the talk em- 
phasized the evident fact that the doctor was dealing 
with common and vital problems. 

Reports showed that the association was in a good 
financial condition, although the balance on hand was only 
$4.12. 

Secretary Albertson’s report outlined the past year’s 
major activities, showing that five news letters had been 
issued to nearly 1,000 Holstein breeders each issue, an 
active part was taken both in the State and National oleo 
legislation fight, and that prizes had been paid at county 
or district 4-H Club shows and to 11 different counties. 

Max Strehlow ot Kindred was elected president of the 
association for the coming year. Everyone had been satis- 
fied and pleased under the leadership of Dr. I. H. Wells, 
of Harvey, but the versatile doctor is now also president 
of the North Dakota Dairymen’s Association, and it was 
felt that it would be imposing too much on his time also 
to insist that he retain the presidency of the Holstein 
Association. A unanimous rising vote of thanks was given 
Dr. Wells for his valuable leadership of the past years. Dr. 
Wells was still retained, however, as vice president. 

Other officers and directors elected were A. 8S. Albert- 
son, Fargo, secretary-treasurer; newly elected directors 
for the two-year term, Dr. I. H. Wells, R. B. Huffman, 
Minnewaukan (re-elected), and H. R. Little, Eldridge. O. 
A. Tollefson. Christine, was elected to fill the unexpired 
term of Frank Gaebe, New Salem, resigned.

CENTRAL PENNA. MEETING 


The annual meeting of the Central Pennsylvania Hol- 
stein Breeders’ Association was held in the Community 
Hall at Pennsdale, which is about 12 miles east of Wil- 
liamsport, on Saturday, February 6, 1932. The morn- 
ing session secured the completion of the association 
election and business items, among which were several 
amendments to the by-laws for consideration and adop- 
tion at the next annual meeting. The following officers 
and directors were elected: H. A. Snyder, Montoursville, 
president; W. D. Snyder, Hepburnville, vice president; 
J. S. Nicholson, Muncy, secretary-treasurer. Executive 
committee, H. R. Paulhamus of Hepburnville, Chester 
Michael of Muncy, and Clarence G. Snyder of Muncy. 

After a delicious dinner served by the Ladies’ Aid 
of the Pennsdale Evangelical Church, various topics of 
concern to Holstein breeders were discussed. The first 
feature on the program, which was in charge of County 
Agent D. K. Sloan, was the free award by the drawing 
of lots of a registered Holstein bull calf, which was won 
by Fred Snyder of Hepburnville, Pa., R. D. The winner 
of this lucky number must be an ambitious dairyman 
whose herd at the present time does not contain any 
pure bred Holstein females but who is concerned in .this 
breed for dairy cattle improvement. In case the winner 
already has pure bred cattle, he is allowed the privilege 
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James Stark, Pawling, N. Y., re- 
ported, just too late for the informa- 
tion to be included in the Starkdale 
story appearing last week, that still 
another cow in his herd has produced 
over 100 lbs. milk in a day, making 
eleven that have exceded that figure. 
She is Oblong Valley Kookee Sadie 
Boon, who will be remembered as pro- 
ducing over 14,000 lbs. milk at two 
years, over 16,000 lbs. at three years 
and 22,751.5 Ibs. as a junior four-year- 
old, at whch age she broke four state 
records. She then came back with 
over 17,000 lbs. at five years and is 
now fresh at six years old with twin 
bull calves by King Kerk Colanthus, 
and is getting started on what is 
apparently to be the gratest record of 
her career, having milked better than 
100 lbs. in a day. Mr. Stark also re- 
ports that his cow, Lady Belle Wal- 
dorf Korndyke, has qualified a 305-day 
record of 23,026 lbs. milk, 740.5 lbs. 
fat in Class B, which is a New York 
State record for fat and second high 
in the State for milk.

Yates Farms, Orchard Park, N. Y., 
report the breaking of the New York 
State record for senor three-year-olds 
in Class A by a heifer of their own 
breeding, Queen Pauline Colantha 
Posch 1304488, with 984.1 Ibs. fat from 
26,.982.6 lbs. milk, average test 3.6% 
for the year. This is not only a New 
York State record for the class but is 
the highest record reported in more 
than a year anywhere in the country 
by a heifer younger than a _ senior 
four-year-old. She is bred to qualify 
for the 305-day division. We are told 
that in addition to her twelve regular 
monthly tests, she had five retests 
and one three-day check test by a 
Pennsylvania supervisor, the eighteen 
official tests being made by fifteen 
different supervisors. She is the third 
senior three-year-old to break the 
New York State record within recent 
months. She is a daughter of the 
famous grand champion, Count Paul 
Echo Posch, and is out o0f K MDKS 
Colantha, with 935 Ibs. fat at five 
years old, also a many-times grand 
champion and twice winner of the pro- 
duction contest at New York State 
Fair. A picture of the new champion 
will appear in an early issue. 





Bell Farm Chieftain, famous Silver 
Medal sire, makes a great showing in 
the annual report of the Laurel Hill 
C. T. A. of Bradford County, Pa., for 
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the year ending December 1, 1931. 
This report shows that the only two 
600-lb. fat producers in this associa- 
tion of 347 cows, with 17 whole year 
and two part-year members, were 
daughters of Bell Farm Chifetain, one 
owned by W. L. Pruyne and the other 
by R. B. Arnold, both of Milan, Pa. 
Of the sixteen cows in the association 
with 500 and less than 600 lbs. fat, 
eight are owned by Mr. Arnold and 
Mr. Pruyne, most of them being Chief- 
tain daughters, with sixteen other 
members of these two herds above the 
400-lb. mark. C. S. Chaffee, Ulster, 
Pa., who was associated with these 
two breeders in the ownership of Bell 
Farm Chieftain, has five with records 
ranging from 434 lbs. fat at two years 
to 492 lbs. fat at four years, two of 
these betng Chieftain daughters. The 
Arnold herd led the association with 
an average of 485.7 lbs. fat, 13,465 Ibs. 
milk, 3.6% test. These breeders are 
reporting the arrival of a choice lot 
of calves from the daughters of Bell 
Farm Chieftain and sired by their 
new partnership bull, King Bessfe 
Ormsby Boast, an outstanding son of 
King Bessie Ormsby Pietertje.

of placing the pure bred bull calf in such herd as he 
considers a proper prospect. The bulls as supplied are 
from dams of 400 lbs. of butterfat production or if 
younger, of equivalent production. 

A prominent subject for discussion, Selective Regis- 
tration, was presented by J. S. Nicholson of Muncy, 
R. D., who outlined various views of this topic as pre- 
pared by different Holstein officers and _ breeders 
throughout the country. Liberal discussion prevailed 
on the floor of the meeting from members and guests. 
It was evident that the establishment of such a ruling 
of the Holstein Association will have many complica- 
tions, but likewise, if properly administered, would un- 
doubtedly bring progress to the breed for improvement 
in the objects as planned. Surely the discussion in this 
meeting expressed the importance of proper warning 
and thorough study before adoption. 

Another topic of prominence which was presented at 
this gathering was the subject of Calf Club Work for 
Dairy Improvement. This topic was discussed by L. E. 
Craumer of Lewisburg, county agent of Union County; 
Paul N. Reber of Towanda, county agent of Bradford 
County, and Clarence McConnell of Williamsport, voca- 
tional supervisor in Agriculture for Lycoming County. 

R. B. Arnold of Milan, Pa., secretary of the Pennsyl- 
vania Federation of Holstein Clubs, addressed the meet- 
ing on various dairy topics and especially on subjects 
of interest to Holstein breeders. Other guests who took 
part in the program were Charles S. Chaffee of Ulster, 
Pa., president of the Bradford County association; F. W. 
Gorham of Wysox in Bradford County; Clay Erdley, Calf 
Club winner of Union County, and E. S. Erdley, presi- 
dent of the Holstein Association in Union County.

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opportunty to show what his daughters could do. 

Consequently another son of the Aralia cow was re- 
purchased, this one sired by a son of the Sir Bess bull, 
who was from an 800-pound fat daughter of K. P. O. P. 5th. 
He has been in service in the Cherokee herd for severa] 
seasons. While none of his first daughters have com. 
pleted records as yet, they are doing about as well as 
the three daughters of his three-quarters brother and run- 
ning an average test of close to 4 per cent. 


The Aralia cow is now 12 years old and has averaged 
over 600 pounds of fat for six years. She is still produc. 
ing at the rate of 2% pounds of fat a day, and her total fat 
production in 9% years is 5,500 pounds. She has just 
about all the qualities any breeder would like to see in the 
dam of his herd sire. 


The present superintendent of the hospital, Dr. George 
Donahoe, came to Cherokee in 1915; the herdsman, K. D, 
Hatch, who had already had consderable experience with 
some of the best herds in the Middle West, took up his 
duties at the hospital a few months later. The steady and 
efficient development of the herd has been supervised by 
these two men continuously for the past sixteen years. 

According to Mr. Hatch, they “keep the herd for milk 
for the institution, with A. R. O. records, showing and sale 
of bulls a side issue only. The lowest production for any 
cow in the herd was a little over 400 pounds of fat. Six 
certificates were turned in for cancellation. 

“Dr. Donahoe has been determined to build a breeding 
herd which would be improving the dairy industry in our 
locality rather than to maintain a herd containing a few 
flas’.y or sensational producers which would act as an 
advertisement to dispose of a surplus of mediocre cows 
We breed our cows back regularly and most of our honor 
list points are made on 305-day records.” 


As to the ranking of this institution on the honor list, 
they have been first among the Iowa institutions for the 
past five years, their national rating going as high as 14th 
place in 1929-30. In all, there have been only three records 
that have been completed in the herd over 800 pounds of 
fat, and only one of these is included in the average of 
556 pounds of fat. This shows a uniform production that 
seems almost incredible in a herd of 50 milking cows. Of 
these 50, 35 were bred at the hospital. 


Perhaps the show ring has been only a side issue at 
the Cherokee Hospital; but this institution has made its 
share of contributions to the Iowa Board of Control show 
herd each year, and the average type of the herd at the 
hospital is such that it could make a score on conforma- 
tion closely approaching its remarkable average in pro- 
duction. 

Among the best known show animals bred or exhibited 
by the Cherokee State Hospital are Cherokee Ormsby 
Piebe, twice All-American; Cherokee Piebe Lady Sar- 
castic 2d, junior champion at three State fairs, 1925; 
Cherokee Piebe Erica, first aged bull Waterloo, 1926; and 
Cherokee Duchess Lill, one of the best four-year-old cows 
of the 1929 circuit and now a member of the Elmwood 
herd. 

Two full sisters from the Cherokee herd made up one 
of the outstanding pairs of the 1931 season in produce of 
dam, taking first at Illinois and Nebraska State Fairs and 
placing right near the top at all the other fairs where they 
were shown.

his dam had completed her third record over 800 lbs. 
fat in 305 days. Winterthur Bess Ormsby Firstlady, the 
only daughter Bess Johanna Ormsby ever had, made 
632.9 lbs. fat in 365 days as a senior two-year-old and 
was born after her dam finished her high record of 
1,198.09 lbs. fat in 365 days as an 8-year-old cow. 

Examination of the progeny record of Redfield Segis 
Johanna shows that her twin daughters, Redfield Segis 
Johanna 6th and 7th, born after she made her high 
record of 1,182.9 lbs. fat as a senior four-year-old, are 
both exceptionally good producers. Freshening as 
junior two-year-olds, these heifers produced 623.5 lbs. 
fat and 767.3 lbs. fat respectively in yearly test. Here 
we have an excellent opportunity for comparison with 
Redfield Segis Johanna 5th, who was born before her 
dam’s largest record was made. Redfield Segis Johanna 
5th is credited with 735.2 lbs. fat in 365 days as a junior 
three-year-old. These three daughters of Redfield 
Segis Johanna were by the same sire and tested in the 
same herd and presumably under similar conditions, so 
that their production records afford a good opportunity 
for comparison. These records give no indication of 
any ill effect from the heavy production of the dam, and 
from these somewhat brief investigations we would con- 
clude that high production has no adverse effect upon 
the producing ability of the offspring born subsequent 
to the completion of the high record.

Picture shows operation of door as bull comes out, the door closed, and swinging into 


place. 
A PRACTICAL BULL PEN DOOR 


The Producer presents herewith 
pictures of a new type of door for the 
bull pen, designed by Dr. L. J. Tomp- 
kins of the Sheffield Farms Company 
and in operation at the Company’s 
Pompton Plains Certified Farm in 
New Jersey, where it has been giving 
good service for about a year. 


The door is self operating and the 
bulls learn to use it readily, going in 
and out as they desire. The exercise 
in the open air and the protection of 
the pen from storms contribute much 
to the health and vigor of the herd 
sire. As the door is self operating, no 
attention need be given to letting the 
bulls out for exercise, yet the door is 
always closed. 

The construction of the door is 
simple. A finished door space, 6 feet 
high and 3 feet 4 inches wide, is made 
into which is hung the door, so that 
there is a one-half inch clearance at 
the top and bottom and on both sides. 
The door is hung on round bars of 
iron inserted into the center of the 
width of the door frame on either 
side, and in the center of the thick- 
ness of the door about four feet from 
the bottom. The center hanging is 
important, as the door should hang 
straight up and down. This height 
permits the bull to pass out readily. 
If a higher door is needed for taller 
animals, use the distance from top to 
pin and the distance from pin to 
bottom in the proportions of 1 to 2. 
This will make a balanced workable 
door. Metal washers are placed on 
each pin to equalize the space, so 
door will swing freely. 

The door is made, preferably, of two 
one-inch boards, so that it will be two 
inches thick. It must be well made. 
It is advisable to protect the edges 
(slightly rounded) and lower portion 
with sheet tin to prevent wear. 

A heavy drop pin or bar, connected 
by rope and pulley from the top of 
the door on the inside of the pen, is 
arranged to drop and catch the top 
of the door as it swings either way, 
thus fastening the door so the bull is 
in the pen or out in the yard. This is 
a safety feature.
